DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10, 12, 15-24, 26, 27 and 30-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations of elements, including receiving via a wireless short-distance 
connection a functional instruction for activating a function, checking whether the mobile 
terminal is permitted to execute the function, and activating the function according to the 
functional instruction as a response to a situation in which the mobile terminal is permitted to 
execute the function, as in claims 1, 10, 17, 24, 31-33 and 36.
